The 
youth faces arraignment 
July 26 in South Bay Munici- 
pal Court.

Hoyt was arrested July 14 
after the station wagon he 
was driving was involved in 
a fatal collision. The victim. 
Anthony Willie Frye. 56, of 
17424 Delia Ave, died at 
Gardena Emergency Hospi­ 
tal shortly after the mishap 

Torrance police said Frye 
was standing next to or lean- 
Ing into hii car. parked on 
Artcsia Boulevard, when the 
vehicle was struck by Hoyt's 
station wagon. The impact 
forced Frye'* car over the 
curb and into a nearby gar­ 
age.

Original charges of hit- 
and-run and drunk 'drying 
were dropped from the com­ 
plaint, police said.
